cities and towns designated with ETAs, our region will 
benefit from additional jobs and opportunities," Repre- 
sentative Straus said. 

The Economic Development Package will invest 
$110 million into the state economy in hopes of stimulat- 
ing economic development. Some highlights of the bill 
include: creating 100,000 jobs, increasing research and 
development money, investing in quasi-public entities, 
overhauling the state's permitting process to make it more 
effective, and investing in public education.

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, July 21 at 6:50 
pm by Chairman Naida Parker Also present were Select- 
man Richard Nimes, Selectman Gary Laboa, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere.

clear to me who needs to sign it," he said, noting that the 
Town Accountant is currently on vacation. "I will bring it 
in to Mr. Huntoon for his review. It's going to be at least a 
three-week delay, so the sooner I get the paperwork done, 
the better." 

The board unanimously voted to allow Mr. 
Huntoon to sign the necessary procurement paperwork 
for the replacement cruiser. 

Chief Magee said in the interim the Wareham 
Police Department has offered the use of one of their 
cruisers, which they will be borrowing temporarily. "This 
will get us out of the pinch," Chief Magee said. "It just 
started this afternoon, so if people notice a Wareham 
cruiser in town ... it's being operated by Rochester for the 
next week." 

Selectman Laboa also addressed a written com- 
plaint the board received regarding a concert held re- 
cently at Bennett Farm. Resident Eugene E. LaBonte, Jr. of 
Coombs Road sent a letter to complain about a concert 
held on July 12 which was apparently quite loud. Mr. 
LaBonte said he could still hear the bands over running 
fans and with the television volume turned up. "If 
concerts are to be held in Rochester, I suggest that they be 
held at school play areas or at the Little League field," Mr. 
LaBonte wrote. "I am opposed to any future concerts at 
Bennett Farm." 

Although Chief Magee confirmed a police detail 
was hired for the event, the board noted that such events 
should also require a permit from the Board of Selectmen. 
They agreed look into this matter further. 

In reviewing the Police Department's goals and 
objectives for the coming year, the board seemed content 
that Chief Magee was well along in getting these accom- 
plished.

looking to re-establish the DARE Program in the school," 
Chief Magee said. 

"On a personal note, 1 think we're heading in a 
real good direction," Selectman Laboa said. 

Chief Magee said they're also working to estab- 
lish a RAD (Rape Awareness) Program based on commu- 
nity interest. "I'm not aware of any other department that 
runs one locally," he said. "It's certainly a good opportu- 
nity for the department to interact with people." 

At 7:15 pm the board met with members of the 
Library Board of Trustees and the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) regarding the proposed library expansion 
project. "After our last meeting, looking at your revised 
project ... we just felt concerned because the FinCom 
expressed concern about where the money is going to 
come from," Selectman Laboa said, adding that the 
projected costs of a Memorial School expansion project are 
also looming large on the horizon.

Our position is really to urge you to support this ... it 
makes fiscal good sense. For each dollar that the town will 
be required to spend, we'll get about $1.70 from the state. 
The grant is available to us until November 7 — that's the 
drop-dead date. This is an opportunity for the town to 
enhance a library facility that has become more central to 
the town. I think we brought forth a very reasonable plan 
that, in fact, is the best chance Rochester would have in 
the next ten years to provide (residents) with a library 
facility that would best serve the town's needs. I think it's 
a great opportunity for the town." 

"Shortly (after meeting with you) we learned 
about the Memorial School project," said FinCom Chair- 
man Michael Costa. "After we discussed it, we decided 
maybe we ought to slow down a little bit. We plan to meet 
with the Memorial School Committee next week ... to find 
out what their timetable is. We're not sure whether we can 
recommend the library (project) at the next Town Meet- 
ing. Maybe we can present both the library and the school 
project (to the voters). We wanted to inform you that I 
guess we've had a little change of heart. We didn't want 
to seem to overzealous ... we want to give everything due 
consideration." 

But Mr. Fyock cautioned that putting the two 
potential overrides on the same Town Meeting warrant 
would pit them against each other. "I think the town 
needs both," he said. 

"There are other things the town needs, it's just 
what we can afford," Mr. Costa said. "I'm not trying to pit 
the two projects against each other. We're just sort of 
between a rock and a hard place with the library." 

Memorial School Building Committee Chairman 
Amie Johnson said his committee is working "aggres- 
sively" toward awarding a construction contract in the 
spring of 2004 and they hope voters will approve an 
estimated $200,000 to $300,000 in architectural costs at an

upcoming Special Town Meeting. 

"I think your proposal is good, it's nice to get that 
$1.7 million matching grant, but the problem is timing," 
Selectman Nunes said. "The tax bills don't yet reflect the 
ORR construction — that's coming up. Then we just did 
the $1.7 million for Eastover Farm. Now we're looking at 
at least a $2 to $5 million Memorial School addition. I just 
don't know if the town can do both." 

"I don't think anyone here is saying they won't 
support the library expansion," Mr Costa added. "We're 
just saying we need to put all the cards on the table." 

"I don't think there's a problem putting the 
project before the voters ... but I think the voters should be 
as educated as possible when they vote about (the library) 
and all the other projects and the fiscal situation of the 
town," Selectman Laboa said. "I'm not saying we're not 
going to support the project ... maybe we just need to 
gather a little more information. In a perfect world your 
project would be the only project we're looking at ... but I 
think people need to have as much information when 
they go to vote." 

Selectman Nunes said voters need to know the 
cumulative effect of all pending overrides — past, present 
and future — before they agree to spend more. "ORR is 
going to hit our tax bills maybe not this year, but two 
years from now," he said. "Then we have Eastover Farms. 
The library. Now Memorial School. I think we need to 
know where we're going before we do overrides. I just

want to be very, very cautious. I don't want to lose the 
$1.7 million, either But I'm very concerned about the 
overrides that we've done and the lack of state aid we're 
getting. If at the end of the day the projections look viable, 
we can move on." 

Former Selectman Richard Cutler suggested the 
library project is suffering from a bit of a "credibility 
issue," noting that when they first presented the project to 
voters, the town was given the impression that their $2.5 
million share was non-negotiable as per the Massachu- 
setts Board of Library Trustees. Now the project has been 
pared down to $2.7 million, with Rochester required to 
only fund $1 million. "I'm wondering if another extension 
could be granted?" Mr. Cutler asked.

Although the Board of Selectmen had considered 
an October 6 Special Town Meeting followed by a Special 
Override Election on October 8, they agreed to wait until 
next week to set the official dates. "I'd like to see what 
comes of the meeting with the (Memorial School) Build- 
ing Committee," Selectman Laboa said. 

At 8:00 pm, the board met with Richard Cutler to 
discuss the status of the Rochester Housing Partnership. 
"It became abudantly clear that the same cast of charac- 
ters has been involved in the Rochester Housing Partner- 
ship," Mr. Cutler said. "If the Housing Partnership is 
going to be successful, we're going to need (more) people 
to get involved. 1 don't know what the Board of Selectmen 
can do to fluff things up a little bit." 

The board asked that any residents interested in 
serving on the Rochester Housing Partnership should 
submit letters to the Board of Selectmen, c /o Rochester 
Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way Rochester, MA 02770. 
Although no experience is necessary, Mr. Cutler said the 
group does require some dedication and preferably 
people with few other commitments. 

In other matters, Mr. Cutler suggested the board 
not sell or auction off any town-owned property because 
it might be useful to establish affordable housing in 
Rochester. 

"We have four units of affordable housing right 
now, we should have close to 200," Mr. Cutler said. "What 
I'm asking for tonight is before the Board of Selectmen 
considers selling off any property, it should make sure it 
can't be used for affordable housing." 

In other matters: 

• The board received a letter from Gustin Potter 
expressing interest in serving on the Industrial Develop- 
ment Commission (IDC). But since Mr. Potter currently 
serves on the Personnel Board, Chairman Parker noted he 
cannot serve on any other town board and is ineligible for 
consideration. 

• Mr Huntoon said he will be meeting this week 
with both the Police and Fire Chiefs to get their recom- 
mendations on the future of the Communications Depart- 
ment once current Chief Dispatcher leaves in October. "If 
we proceed forward with no change, then we have to post 
in-house within one or two weeks," Mr. Huntoon said. "If

The Unitarian Memorial Church was built by 
Rogers in memory of his mother, who died in 1899. 

In creating her "Stroll with Mary E. Rogers," 
guide Natalie Hemingway collected stories relating to the 
Rogers family and the neighborhood in which they lived. 
Along the tour route, walkers will hear about events that 
Mrs. Rogers attended, the places where people did 
business, and about the Huttlestons, the Rogers and other 
residents of the time.

Bad Boys II. Starring Will Smith and Martin 
Lawrence. Directed by Michael Bay. Running 
time: 146 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

I don't know quite when I realized it — possibly it was when 
Will Smith had his arm inside a corpse's belly up to the elbow — 
but Bad Boys 11 is Hollywood psychopathology writ large, almost 
demoniacal in its quest to outdo itself and destroy the audience. 
This isn't a daffy thrill ride like Charlie's Angels: Full Throttle — it's 
more like a gut-heaving roUercoaster that won't stop imtil it 
rattles your teeth out. Yet I had a hard time staying awake 
through it (and it was an early-afternoon show). For all its 
explosive, expensive bluster, it's no better than any ten cops-vs.- 
drug-runners flicks of the '80s, and there isn't a moment that isn't 
utterly synthetic. 

Perhaps that's to be expected from producer Jerry 
Bruckheimer and director Michael Bay, past perpetrators of The 
Rock, Armageddon, Pearl Harbor, and the original Bad Boys, which 
gave us Martin Lawrence and Will Smith as renegade cops. After 
eight years — during which time the world got along just fine 
without the further adventures of Marcus Burnett (Lawrence) 
and Mike Lowrey (Smith) — they're back to squash an evil 
druglord (Jordi MoUa) who's looking to push Ecstasy in the 
nightclubs of Miami. Mike is trying to figure out how to tell 
Marcus that he's going out with Marcus' sister (Gabrielle Union), 
who's also an undercover cop. For his part, Marcus is waiting for 
the right time to tell the cocky, foolhardy Mike that he wants a less 
risky partner. Less a few bombastic sequences, that's more or less 
the movie. 

Bad Boys 11 shoots its works rather early, with the aggressive 
freeway car chase (which leaves the road littered with wrecked 
autos and, at one point, a boat) you might' ve caught in the trailer. 
This is the sort of movie in which a cop drives an ambulance into 
a mortuary just to provide a distraction for the "heroes" (what 
would the characters in a lesser-budget movie do? Probably fall 




back on their imagination). There are shootouts galore, including 
one in which we see a bullet pass in loving slow motion through 
Martin Lawrence's left buttock and slam bloodily into a Ku Klux 
Klansman's throat. Everything is way over the top, but since 
Michael Bay has none of the wit of, say, James Cameron (who 
knows how to stage excessive chaos with rhythm and force), it 
just numbs you after about an hour. 

When we're not watching action blowouts, we're supposed 
to laugh at the film's generous helping of sick humor. For this I 
assume the credited screenwriters Ron Shelton (Dark Blue) and 
Jerry Stahl (Permanent Midnight) were responsible, though it 
comes off as smart writers trying to stave off boredom. Smith and 
Lawrence gang up on a hapless kid who shows up to take 
Lawrence's daughter on a date; they pelt him mercilessly with 
taunts and intimidation, but the actor playing the kid hardly even 
reacts, so there's no fun in watching the guys scare an inexpres- 
sive lump. 

And the film really has it in for dead bodies (a hiding place 
for drugs); many of them are run over in yet another car chase, the 
top of a cadaver's skull falls off in a mortuary, and Lawrence is 
stuck hiding under a sheet with a well-endowed female corpse. 
There's also a fair amount of horsing around with someone's 
severed finger. When Joseph Wambaugh's novel The Choirboys 
came out almost thirty years ago, it created a stir because of the 
sordid exploits of its cop characters. Wambaugh's cops have 
nothing on the adventures of Smith and Lawrence, and they're 
supposed to be the heroes.

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That '70s Show

Admittedly, I'm a child of the '70s. Even though I was born 
smack dab in the middle of the turbulent 1960s with its Vietnam 
War, British Invasion, and Flower Power, I spent my formative 
years growing up amidst Watergate, Bicentennial celebrations, 
and Star Wars (the original saga, mind you, and not George Lucas' 
more recent feature-length toy commercials). Those are the times 
I remember best, and given the latest wave of '70s nostalgia as 
evidenced with the popularity of "That '70s Show" and needless 
remakes of cinematic classics like The In-Laivs and (shudder) The 
Texas Chainsaw Massacre, apparently others remember that time 
fondly as well. 

So it goes without saying that I still hold a special place in 
my heart for that quirky period of Americana — even if it did 
result in the emergence of disco music. In fact, music and movies 
were both pastime and passion for me back then (and remain 
still today). Since two of my all-time favorite rock groups have 
released new CDs this past week, I thought it was an ideal op- 
portunity for me to gauge if the magic is still there some 30 years 
on. 

Yes, I'm no longer embarassed or ashamed to admit I've been 
a longtime Kiss fan. (Though I was during that God-awful pe- 
riod in the mid- to Iate-'80s when they abandoned the makeup 
and started dressing like Phyllis Diller.) So I had to pick up their 
much-touted new release, Kiss Symphony: Alive IV, which docu- 
ments their legendary performance with the Melbourne Sym- 
phony Orchestra on February 28 of this year. The two-disc CD 
set features many of the best-known Kiss classics-turned-classi- 
cal. Rock and roll over Beethoven, indeed. 

Given the band and their core audience are both getting older, 
I guess it stands to reason that softened interpretations of songs 
like "Rock And Roll All Nite" and "Detroit Rock City" would be 
more palatable than full-blown heavy metal renditions. And like 
Alice Cooper, Kiss did help pioneer the rock power-ballad with 
"Beth," so I guess a string accompaniment isn't all that out of the 
ordinary, is it? 

The double-CD is broken into three acts — Act I is a straight 
live performance of the band. Act II being a more acoustic set 
accompanied by the Melbourne Symphony Ensemble, and finally 
Act III which features the full band and Melbourne Symphony 
Orchestra. I found the first six songs which comprise Act I a bit 
lacking and redundant given this is the band's fourth live outing 
(not counting MTV's Unplugged) and we've heard almost every 
track here (save "Psycho Circus") before. Much has also been 
made about the fact that foimding lead guitarist Ace Frehley was 
replaced by guitar tech Tommy Thayer for the performance (and 
the upcoming summer tour with Aerosmith). Thayer is a compe- 
tent musician but his chops here sound muted and reserved — 
like he was afraid to break out of the Kiss mold and attempt some- 
thing different. 

By contrast, Thayer really shines in Act II by breathing new 
life into the acoustic licks behind "Forever" and "Shandi," both 
of which are the standouts during this middle portion of the show. 
I've always thought lead singer Paul Stanley is a far better vocal- 
ist than he's given credit, and he proves his mettle (if not metal) 
on these versions. 

The third and final act features 10 songs which wholly com- 
prise the second disc of the set and is heavy on selections from 
Destroyer, the band's popular 1976 studio album. This seemingly 




incongruous clash of rock and classical works surprisingly well 
and sounds both refreshing and vibrant. From the rousing open- 
ing chords of "Detroit Rock City" to the closing majestic strains 
of "Rock And Roll All Nite," the symphony adds color and depth 
to the otherwise sparse and choppy electric guitar riffs. Who 
would've thought metal could be so melodic? 

The real revelations here are "Black Diamond," which seems 
tailor-made for a string arrangement, and "Great Expectations," 
which did feature both an orchestra and choir arrangement cour- 
tesy of producer Bob Ezrin {Fink Floyd's The Wall) on the original 
studio recording (both are even more prominent here). 

Although the symphonic/ rock collaboration is nothing new 
(even Metallica took the leap in 1999), the bare-bones and some- 
times simplistic chord progressions of Kiss really lend themselves 
to these classical remixes. My advice: pop in the second disc first 
and maybe even skip past the first six tracks on Disc 1. 

Speaking of "That '70s Show," you can place credit (or blame) 
for the show's contagious theme song on none other than vet- 
eran rockers Cheap Trick, who retooled the classic chorus from 
"Surrender" for "That '70s Song." 

Like Kiss, Cheap Trick is known to translate better in a live 
setting than in the studio — just witness the band's landmark 
Live At Budokan. But Special One, the group's first new studio 
recording since 1997, is a fun and irresistible bit of ear candy that 
I found myself listening to again after first hearing. The original 
four-member line-up is still one of the most solid, basic and fun 
bar bands you're ever likely to encounter, and their sheer joy for 
music is evident in tracks like "Scent of a Woman" (the CD's 
catchy first single), "My Obsession," and the ballad "Words," 
easily the best entry on this 11-song collection. 

Unlike past Trick recordings which relied solely upon the 
songwriting talents of guitarist Rick Nielsen, this session was 
very much a collaborative effort and the group dynamic proves 
to be a wirmer. Although no one member could be considered a 
virtuoso, drummer Bun E. Carlos and bassist Tom Petersson keep 
the rhythm section pumping along nicely, Nielsen remains a 
subtle axe master proving that less is more, and vocalist Robin 
Zander still croons like a modern-day troubadour on standout 
numbers like "Special One" and "Pop Drone." Although I still 
cringe at cutesy song titles like "Low Life in High Heels," Cheap 
Trick has proven they're still trendy after all these years.
